‘Widespread wrongdoing ’ 

Major changes sweep city department

Following the appointment 
of a new director of the Romu¬ 
lus Department of Public 
Works, allegations of wrong¬ 
doing prompted the firing of 
two top foremen. 

Michigan State Police are 
conducting interviews with 
city employees and investigat¬ 
ing the situation, according to 
Mayor Beverly McAnally. 

McAnally said, the abuse is 
“widespread” and “has been a 
longstanding problem.” The 
two men were fired for “con¬ 
tract violations and dishones¬ 


ty.” Others are involved, she 
said. 

McAnally describes the 
situation as a “heartbreak/* 

“We’ve had some problems. 
Several city employees have 
been involved in widespread 
wrongdoing. It had become 
such a habit, they weren’t even 
thinking about it anymore. We 
can’t go on conjecture. We need 
evidence. The state police have 
begun a criminal investigation. 
We’re still conducting pre- 
disciplinary hearings,” said 
McAnally. 

She noted that over a period 
of years from reports she’s 
heard from the public and 


other sources, “Thousands and 
thousands of dollars in time 
and materials have been stolen 
from the city.” 

Assistant DPW Director Ray 
Striz said, “The city is internal¬ 
ly addressing a personnel prob¬ 
lem.” He would say no more. 

Milt Tambler, spokesman for 
AFSCME Local 214 which 
represents the fired employees 
said, “Disciplinary hearings 
are being conducted with em¬ 
ployees. There is an ongoing in¬ 
vestigation of the situation.” 

Last week, McAnally 
appointed Jim Panos to the 
position left vacant by the death 
last March of Director Bob 


Plank. Striz had been acting 
director in the interim. 

McAnally said Panos, a for¬ 
mer Teamsters’ representa¬ 
tive, has “strong management 
and personnel skills.” 

“One big advantage with 
Panos is everybody knows him 
and trusts him. He is unique for 
the job- He doesn’t owe any¬ 
body anything. He can be pure¬ 
ly objective,” she said. 

She noted his familiarity 
with the city contract which 
would finally “be used to the 
advantage of the city.” 

“He knows the contract 
backward and forward,” McA¬ 
nally said. 


Crash 

memorial 

revealed

Romulus and Wayne County 
officials have tentatively 
announced plans for a memo¬ 
rial to victims and their fami¬ 
lies of the Northwest Flight 255 
which crashed in Romulus 
Aug. 16. 

Local officials have debated 
the construction and location of 
the proposed monument. 

According to Mayor Beverly 
McAnally, Wayne County Ex¬ 
ecutive Edward McNamara 
will make an official announce¬ 
ment next week. 

“The county will build a 
permanent memorial to the 
crash victims and their fami¬ 
lies. There are three compo¬ 
nents to the present proposal,” 
she said. 

One component includes an 
actual facility in the courtyard 
of city hall. This would be a ‘ ‘lit¬ 
tle quiet spot” with a waterfall 
and place to sit. 

A scholarship fund would 
also be established. 

And a small chapel would be 
constructed inside the airport. 

McAnally noted that Atlanta 
airport houses such a chapel 
with a stained-glass window 
and seating for about 10 people. 
The chapel would be interdeno¬ 
minational and non-sectarian. 
Again, this would be a quiet 
place where people can be 
alone. 

Mayor Pro Tern Mary Ann 
Banks is also a member of the"- 
memorial committee. 

Wayne County is currently 
working with airlines officials 
to determine the best location 
for the onsite chapel.

Robbery suspect is 
Romulus resident

Canton Police solved at least 
two recent armed robberies in 
the township and two from sur¬ 
rounding communities with the 
arrest of a Romulus resident 
last week. 

Richard L. Burrell, 39, of 
Romulus was arraigned on two 
charges of armed robbery and 
one for possessing a firearm in 
35th District Court before 
Judge John MacDonald on 
Friday. 

Police said they have evi¬ 
dence linking Burrell with the 
Thanksgiving weekend rob¬ 
bery of a White Castle res¬ 
taurant and the robbery of a 
McDonald’s Restaurant earlier 
this month. 

“This was real good detec¬ 
tive work,” said Canton 
spokesperson officer Dave 
Bolgesic. “He confessed to four 
different robberies,” he added. 

The suspect was arrested in 
Canton after police obtained 
“‘substantial evidence,” 
against Burrell. 

“A Northville Hospital pa¬ 
tient found something in a field 
and Canton police were noti¬ 
fied. We conducted a surveill¬ 
ance of the scene and found a 
woman driving a blue 
Chevette, the same vehicle 
used in the White Castle rob¬ 
bery. After running a check, we 
found the car belonged to the 
same person,” Bolgesic ex¬ 
plained. 

Burrell reportedly stole ab¬ 
out $70 from the McDonald’s 
and $8 from White Castle. No 
injuries occurred during either 
instance. Only a handle of a 
weapon was visible, according 
to one of the victims. 

Inkster and Livonia police 
are also seeking warrants 
against Burrell for the armed 
robbery of a Church’s Fried 
Chicken on Michigan Avenue in 
Inkster and another business in 


Livonia. 

MacDonald scheduled a pre¬ 
liminary examination for 10:30 
a.m., Dec. 21 in 35th District 
Court. Bond for Burrell was set 
at $200,000 for each of the two 
counts and he will not be 
allowed to post the usual 10 per¬ 
cent. 

“He does not have good ties 
with the community. And he 
threatened to shoot one vic¬ 
tim,” cited Canton Detective 
Chuck Raycraft as reasons for 
the high bond. 

“This is a felony offense 
punishable up to life imprison¬ 
ment,” said MacDonald. The 
felony firearm charge requires 
a mandatory two years in 
prison. 


As Burrell stood before Mac¬ 
Donald, he told the court, “I 
already admitted my guilt.”

Margaret Leduc wants to 
know a few things about 
Romulus. 

Not that she’s being nosy, but 
as director for the city depart¬ 
ment of emergency manage¬ 
ment, recent federal law dic¬ 
tates that communities obtain 
specific information about loc¬ 
al businesses. So her questions 
are just part of her job. 

Specifically, the Right-to- 
Know law makes communities 
responsible for knowing which 
chemicals are used by local 
businesses. 


The law requires these com¬ 
munities to establish a commit¬ 
tee and monitor this informa¬ 
tion. The local committee con¬ 
sists of 14 members including, 
Mayor Beverly McAnally, 
Police Chief Charles Wilmoth, 
Fire Chief William Greenslait, 
School Superintendent William 
Bedell, local railroad repre¬ 
sentative Gary Brannock and 
business representatives from 
Oakite and Chevrolet-Pontiac- 
Canada as well as many others. 

The next committee meeting 
has been scheduled for Feb. 16, 
1987. At that time, members 
will review the information 


gathered by Leduc during the 
past year. 

A majority of local 
businesses completed a de¬ 
tailed survey earlier this year 
outlining information about 


what chemicals are used and 
where they are stored. 

“In case of fire or any major 
disaster, Romulus police and 
fire departments will know ex¬ 
actly what steps to take in a 


particular situation. And 
emergency routes would be 
planned,” said Leduc. 

The State Department of 
Emergency Management 
works closely with local gov¬ 
ernments regarding the Right- 
to-Know laws, according to 
Leduc. 

“It helps communities know 
how to respond. As more and 
more fires are explosive, local 
emergency personnel have the 
responsibility of knowing what 
chemicals to use in fighting a 
fire. You can’t always use wa¬ 
ter. Some fires require dry che¬ 
micals,” she added. 

Leduc hopes to have this in¬ 


formation computerized next 
year. The city is currently 
accepting bids on a new com¬ 
puter. 

She cites the airport, rail¬ 
roads and expressways as 
fixed facilities with “the poten¬ 
tial for disaster.” 

“The law requires we iden¬ 
tify the equipment used in a 
emergency situations. The 
underlying factor is safety for 
emergency personnel. Many 
fire and policemen have been 
injured by chemicals while 
fighting local fires. We want to 
know how to respond. We’re 
looking at all the issues,’’ 
Leduc said.

3 local teachers receive grants 

Students 
to reap 

benefits

More great things will 
happening at Romulus schools 
next semester thanks to the 
Michigan State Board of 
Education and three mini¬ 
grants awarded to local 
teachers. 

Dr. Terrel LeCesne, Romu¬ 
lus assistant superintendent, of 
schools, announced that three 
teachers received mini-grants 
to fund selected “innovative in¬ 
structional programs” next 
semester. 

The awards were granted to 
Gail Coleman, who heads the 
Romulus High School depart¬ 
ment of home economics, 
health, physical education and 
foreign languages, Phyllis 
Cebula, high school home eco¬ 
nomics teacher and Laura 
Shannon, curriculum advisor 
for the reading department at 
Beacon Day Treatment 
Center. 

“The grant at the high school 
will fund speakers who will dis¬ 
cuss crucial issues with stu¬ 
dents. And at Beacon, the au¬ 
thors of several youth novels 
will be invited during March, 
the designated month for read¬ 
ing in Michigan,” LeCesne 
said. 

He noted there were a total of 
14 mini-grant applications sub¬ 
mitted by Romulus teachers. 
The individual grant awards 
range from $250 to $500. Cole¬ 
man and Cebula received a tot¬ 
al of $450 and Shannon received 
$402. 

And there will be no problem 
spending this money, accord¬ 
ing to the teachers involved. In

fact, the programs are slated to 
begin in January. 

“We applied for the grant be¬ 
cause our reading program 
was so successful last year,” 
Shannon said. 

Several student-sponsored 
activities encouraged reading 
as part of the program. Two 
storytellers were invited, a 
poster contest was conducted, 
students earned gift certifi¬ 
cates and bulletin boards 
throughout the building prom¬ 
oted reading, according to 
Shannon. 

“These projects helped build 
students’ self-esteem. It was 
important that they, too, see 
themselves as a reader. We 
conducted ‘quiet reading time’ 
each day when all students 
would break from their regular 
classes and read for 20 minutes 
to a half hour. This really 
helped ease their fear of read¬ 
ing,” she said. 

Other teachers involved in 
the project include Shelly 


Moore, education consultant, 
and Jaci Estes, Mary McGill 
and Linda VanLue who will 
coordinate the events. 

At the high school, “We 
wanted to develop a program to 
discuss issues relevant to stu¬ 
dents,” Cebula noted. 

“We’ve contacted a number 
of speakers. The program will 
be promoted by the home ero- 
nomics department but all stu¬ 
dents will participate,” added 
Jan Haynes, home economics 
teacher. 

Cebula, Haynes and Cole¬ 
man specifically explained the 
basis for the program is the 
dramatic rise of teen pregnan¬ 
cy, the increase of alcohol and 
drug use and the breakdown in 
the American family. 

“Consequently, the Amer¬ 
ican teenager feels isolated. 
Here at the high school, both 
staff and students want to 
address these issues. Students 
should be aware of these issues 
and develop skills to help them 


enjoy their teen years,” stated 
the three teachers in a prog¬ 
ram summary called “Adoles¬ 
cent Life Series.” 

Each month a different 
theme will be emphasized from 
peer pressure during January, 
parental relationships in 
February, self-improvement 
in March, adolescent rela¬ 
tionships in April and social 
awareness in May. 

Specific activities might in¬ 
clude speakers, movies, panel 
discussions, skits, a student- 
made video or contests. Special 
events include a dance, re¬ 
treats, roller-skating, bowling, 
parties and a non-alcoholic 
drink competition. 

“So important to the prog¬ 
ram is peer influence on other 
peers. Who knows better what 
they need than themselves,” 
said Coleman. 

“But you can’t do anything 
without a supportive staff. 
Teachers here have to be crea¬ 
tive,” said Shannon. 


Metro Airport bustles with holiday activity

Wayne County Airport offi¬ 
cials promise few holiday de¬ 
lays this Christmas season in 
spite of several ongoing con¬ 
struction projects at Metro Air¬ 
port in Romulus. 

“All five major construction 
projects designated in Phase I 
of the $143 million airport ex¬ 
pansion program were started 
in 1987. The expansion was 
announced in 1986. The final 
project was completed last Fri¬ 
day,” said Mike Conway, coun¬ 
ty spokesperson. 

The five construction pro¬ 
jects include new and ex¬ 
panded holding pads at the end 
of the runways as well as a new 
side taxiway. 

“All improvements are de¬ 
signed to make plane move¬ 
ment more efficient on the

ground by reducing the amount 
of taxi time between runways 
and gates,” said Conway. 

Travelers into Metro Airport 
will also notice the smooth ride 
after county road crews resur¬ 
faced Rogell Drive, the main 
road into and out of the airport. 

“We got rid of the potholes. 
Now people can ride through 
without their car rattling terr¬ 
ibly,” he said. 

Most other improvements in¬ 
side the airport have come to a 
standstill as county and airport 
officials decide the most be¬ 
neficial expansion route. 

“All terminal development 
projects are on hold until coun¬ 
ty and airport officials decide 
the best course of action,” Con¬ 
way said. 

The original airport expan¬ 
sion plans were completed by 
Republic Airlines before the 
merger with Northwest Air¬ 
lines. The effect on the current 
project is significant. 

“All other expansion pro¬ 
jects are being rethought. 
Northwest has a larger fleet 
mix than Republic and there¬ 
fore, some changes are neces¬ 
sary. It’ll be another few 
months before an agreement 
will be reached,” Conway said. 

Northwest Airlines com¬ 
pleted the $9.5 million renova¬ 
tion and expansion of their bag¬ 
gage facility and the moving 
sidewalk. Scanners will read 
baggage tags and send them to 
the appropriate sections. 

The Thanksgiving holiday 
saw no real problems, Conway 
said. And the Christmas season 
should be about the same. Con¬ 
way encourages travelers to 
arrive about an hour early and 
call the parking hotline at 942- 
3838 for information about local 
parking. 

“In fact, everything went so 
well, we never got on televi¬ 
sion. Traffic backed up a bit. 
But there were no massive tow¬ 
ing of cars. Things went real 
smooth. And as long as people 
allow themselves extra time, 
there should be no problems,” 
Conway said. 

He noted that extra sheriff’s 
patrols will be on duty to help 
with traffic. He emphasized 
that it’s still not a good idea to 
leave cars unattended and dou¬ 
ble parked in front of the ter¬ 
minal buildings. 

“When we mention numbers 
of cars towed, people think 
we’re in the towing business,” 
he added. 

In other airport-related 
activity, Romulus residents 
can expect to hear from mem¬ 
bers of the Noise Task Force 


who have a January meeting 
planned. 

The technical and advisory 
committees of the noise study 
currently being conducted by 
Wayne County met last week. 

“We’re progressing through 
the noise study. We’re still de¬ 


veloping information about

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‘911 ’ telephone plan 
ahead of schedule

Plans to implement the En¬ 
hanced 911 emergency tele¬ 
phone service to western 
Wayne County communities is 
ahead of schedule, according to 
a report issued by Joseph Be- 
nyo, who is coordinating the 
program for the 17-member 
Conference of Western Wayne. 

“Our target date to imple¬ 
ment the service is January of 
1989, but we are far ahead of 
schedule and believe we can be 
in service before that time,’’ 
Benyo said. 

“It has taken a lot of prepara¬ 
tion and cooperation from the 
member communities,’’ Benyo 
said, “and Mayor Griffin (who 
is chairman of the CWW) and 
the CWW staff have stayed on 
top of the project. We are keep¬ 
ing the member communities 
informed about each step of the 
process, so there won’t be any 
‘surprises’ for them along the 
way.” 

Informational meetings for 


the member communities have 
been scheduled at 9 a.m. on the 
third Wednesday of each 
month through June, accord¬ 
ing to Benyo. Current meetings 
are assessing future needs and 
projected costs, he said. The 
goal of the CWW meetings is to 
aid each community to prepare 
its 1988-89 budget for the prop¬ 
osed service. 

Benyo said all of the member 
communities now have a mas¬ 
ter street guide which was pro¬ 
vided by Michigan Bell Tele¬ 
phone Co. Each community 
will go through the list and 
identify any new addresses 
which have been added and 
submit those to Michigan Bell, 
he said. The guide addresses 
and additions will then be 
placed into the computer to 
prepare for the initiation of the 
new emergency service. 

According to Benyo, a trade 
show has been slated for early 
1988 to enable vendors to dis¬ 
play their equipment for con¬ 
sideration by the CWW mem¬ 
ber communities. 


Conference discusses 
end to wetland woes 


Five recommendations to 
the state Department of Natu¬ 
ral Resources have been com¬ 
piled by the Wetlands Task 
Force of the Conference of 
Western Wayne. 

The task force was organized 
earlier this year to recommend 
changes in the controversial 
Wetlands Act which CWW 
members blame for a negative 
impact on economic growth in 
the area. 

A major proposed project in 
Van Buren Township has been 
halted because the site has 
been labeled a wetland. 
Another project in Wayne was 
in jeopardy until an alternative 
wetlands site was named in 
Romulus to make up for the 
protected land at the Wayne 
site. 

Van Buren Township Super¬ 
visor Lynne Hamilton, who 
also serves as CWW treasurer, 
said the action of the mem¬ 
bership should not be inter¬ 
preted as anti¬ 

environmentalist. Hamilton 
said he and other CWW mem¬ 
bers supported the protection 
of “true wetlands,” but the cur¬ 
rent controversies revolve 
around land which many be¬ 
lieve is not in keeping with the 
spirit and intent of the original 
legislation. 

According to CWW Execu¬ 
tive Director Ann Bollin, the 
wetlands controversy has been 
the subject of concern for the 


membership and has prompted 
numerous special meetings 
and workshops. The task force 
was formed as a result of that 
concern, she said, and the re¬ 
commendations made by them 
were carefully studied and 
compiled. 

On Friday, the 17-member 
CWW approved the five recom¬ 
mendations of the task force. 
These included a plan to obtain 
a copy of the wetlands inven¬ 
tory maps upon completion, to 
subscribe to a DNR bi-weekly 
report to update members on 
new applications and mitiga¬ 
tions and to become advised of 
pending legislation as it relates 
to the Wetlands Protection Act 
and, subsequently, determine 
a CWW position on it. 

The CWW also would like a 
definite time table for the 
drafting of DNR administra¬ 
tive rules - an unclear inter¬ 
pretation of rules has resulted 
in misunderstandings between 
the administration, staff and 
communities involved in wet¬ 
land disputes. The recom¬ 
mendations also ask for a 
clearer definition of wetlands 
and a grade classification of 
them. 

The task force also recom¬ 
mended that the CWW meet 
with state and county repre¬ 
sentatives to determine the 
grade of type of wetlands which 
should be protected in Michi¬ 
gan and Wayne County.

‘Pet projects’ 


Local lawmakers monitor status of bills

As state legislators in Lans¬ 
ing work to wrap up the session 
before the holiday break, two 
local lawmakers anxiously 
watch their own “pet projects” 
(bills they have introduced) be¬ 
come closer to a reality. 

Rep. Justine Barns (D- 
Westland) received an early 
Christmas present last week, 
after watching a forfeiture bill 
she first introduced in the state 
House three years ago pass 
unanimously. 

The bill, which died on the 
floor the first time it was intro¬ 
duced, calls for a civil forfei¬ 
ture proceeding for all prop¬ 
erties traceable to the commis¬ 
sion of a designated felony. 

Barns said she introduced 
the bill to “take the profit out of 
crime.” Currently, there is an 
amendment which includes 
specifications for profits stem¬ 
ming from narcotic-related 
crimes or for “chop-shops,” 
auto theft operations which in¬ 
volve the stripping of car parts 
and later sale of the parts for 
profit. 

But, Barns said, profits 
made from child pornography 
and many other serious crimes 
are not included in the amend¬ 
ment. 

In the bill, all profits from the 
crimes would be confiscated

and be split between police 
agencies and a “crime vic¬ 
tims” fund. The police agen¬ 
cies would receive 75 percent of 
all monies, the crime fund 25 
percent. 

Barns said if people know be¬ 
forehand that they won’t be 
making any profit from crime, 
they won’t want to break the 
law. 

After the bill died on the first 
introduction to the state House, 
Barns said it was returned as a 
part of a crime package. The 
crime-package is still pending 
in Lansing. 

Barns’ portion of the pack¬ 
age - the forfeiture proposal - 
was voted on last week. All rep-

resentatives present voted in 
favor of passing the bill. 

Barns was pleased about the 
news. 

“This is a major step in fight¬ 
ing crime. I felt a great need for 
this bill to be passed, and I 
think this fits into the scheme of 
the crime package. This was a 
very necessary and progres¬ 
sive step,” Barns said. 

The bill now heads to the Sen¬ 
ate, where it is expected to re¬ 
main until after the holiday 
break. 

ANOTHER LOCAL LAWMAK¬ 
ER, Sen. Robert Geake (R- 
Plymouth) has been concen¬ 
trating on the “triplicate pre¬ 
scription” bill. Geake’s propos¬ 


al would amend the public 
health code to require the use of 
triplicate prescription forms 
for the dispensing of certain 
controlled substances and to in¬ 
crease the license fees for peo¬ 
ple licensed to prescribe the 
controlled substances. 

Geake said it was necessary 
to begin a tough war against 
the increasing incidences of the 
diversion of prescription drugs 
to the black market. 

“Michigan has one of the 
highest incidences of prescrip¬ 
tion drug diversions into the 
black market. With the pas¬ 
sage of this bill, we would be 
able to trace the prescription 
drugs after the drugs leave the 
manufacturers,” Geake ex¬ 
plained. 

The bill would target only 
“schedule II” drugs, Geake 
said, which are the drugs said 
to be more addicting. Schedule 
II drugs include Preludin, Rita- 
lin, Dilaudid, Demarol, 
Codeine and penobarbital. 

“Most of these drugs are 
narcotics. But some are also 
depressants and stimulant- 
s,”said Geake. 

The bill has been passed by 
members of the state House 
and is pending in the Senate. 
Geake was unsure when state 
senators would take action on 
the proposal.

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Local lawmaker wants 
stiff tampering penalty 

LANSING - State Rep. Gerald Law 
(R-Plymouth) is sponsoring a bill in the 
state Legislature that he hopes will pre¬ 
vent a Michigan episode of the Chicago 
Tylenol poisoning a few years ago. 
Law’s proposal will add stiffer penal¬ 
ties to the state laws dealing with adul¬ 
terating food, drink, over-the-counter 
medicine and water. 

Current law establishes a felony, 
punishable by life imprisonment, if a 
person adds poison to food or medicine 
with the intent to kill or injure. Law’s 
bill would add an additional penalty of 
up to five years imprisonment when a 
person places poison in food, drink, 
nonprescription medicine or a water 
supply knowing that it might injure 
someone. 

“This situation has become a serious 
problem,” Law said. “People have to 
be able to rely on the safety of products 
they buy for their family. There must 
be stronger deterrents for the ‘sickos,’ 
considering such a step and stronger 
penalties for the lunatics who actually 
take it.” 

The legislation, which passed unani¬ 
mously in the house, also makes it a 
felony and up to two years imprison¬ 
ment to tell people that food, water or 
medicine has been poisoned when it 
actually has not. 

The bill is now before the state 
Senate. 

Nativity scene dispute 
ignites in Westland 

WESTLAND - “Peace on Earth” may 
be a common greeting these days, but 
the legal scene will be anything but 
peaceful for Westland city officials, 
who were last week threatened with a 
lawsuit from the American Civil Liber¬ 
ties Union for the nativity scene dis¬ 
played on the lawn of city hall. 

City Attorney Charles Bokos said the 
ACLU has been disputing the constitu¬ 
tionality of displaying a nativity scene 
on city property for several years and 
this year decided to target the city of 
Westland. 

‘“This has been an annual beef with 
the ACLU at this time of the year. But 
this year, they’ve decided to center in 
on (the cities of) Westland and Claw¬ 
son,” said Bokos. “ They have the im¬ 
pression that the municipality is sanc¬ 
tioning religion. But that is not our in¬ 
tent.” 

The U.S. Supreme Court in Novem¬ 
ber 1986 supported the ACLU and ruled 
that governments may not display reli¬ 
gious artifacts on public property. 
Therefore, Westland officials intend to 
sell the creche and land on which it is 
displayed to a nonprofit organization so 
that the scene can remain. 

“I don’t understand what made (the 
ACLU) bring all of this about now. 

We’ve been displaying that same nativ¬ 
ity scene in this city for 21 years. In the 
12 years that I have personally been in¬ 
volved in city government, I have only 
heard of one complaint about the scene, 
which was more than five years ago,” 
said Westland Mayor Charles Griffin.

Karmann advised planning 
in advance what you expect 
from the final product and writ¬ 
ing it down. This, he said, will 
help the company give you a 
product you can enjoy for 
years. 

A final word of advice from 
Karmann is to be sure to have a 
copy or two of the final product 
to use as gifts or to keep in the 
safe deposit box.

continued. Some companies 
use special effects to enhance 
the filming. These can include 
fade-ins, double exposure or 
overlapping techniques to give 
the film a professional look. 

Karmann recommended 
having music added to help set 
a mood, especially if you plan 
to transfer pictures or slides. 
The videotape can be timed to 
appear synchronized with the 
music. 

Most companies will add 
music at no charge, and you 
can pick the songs you like. In 
some cases, the company may 
ask you to provide the selec¬ 
tions you want on tape. 

Ask the company in advance 
if a fee is charged for special 
effects or music. Most impor¬ 
tantly, ask if a fee is charged 
for editing. If the film is old, a 
lubrication process can be 
used. Some sections of the film 
may be damaged and require 
editing.

Looking through old photo¬ 
graphs and 8 mm movies 
around the holidays is as much 
a tradition in many families as 
having a Christmas tree. There 
is a special feeling of nostalgia 
when pulling the boxes or 
albums of photos and 8 mm 
movies out of the attic and tak¬ 
ing a trip down memory lane. 

Each year, the risk of these 
precious pictures, slides and 8 
mm movies becoming dam¬ 
aged and lost forever in¬ 
creases. Damage can occur 
from improper storage, chil¬ 
dren playing with them or by 
water or fire damage from a 
household disaster. 

Mitchell Karmann, owner of 
Movies and More at 5948 Shel¬ 
don, Canton, said this all can be 
avoided by utilizing video tech¬ 
nology to preserve the movies, 




slides or pictures. 

Karmann has been in the 
television and video business 
for more than 10 years and has 
watched this process develop 
from exclusive use by movie 
and television studios. He said 
that a few years ago the cost 
would have made it impossible 
for the general public to take 
advantage of video. 

But not any more. 

The cost for the transfer pro¬ 
cess from film to videotape 
varies. Karmann said an aver¬ 
age cost for transferring 1,600 
to 1,800 feet of 8 mm film to a 
two-hour VHS tape would be 
about $130 to $150. 

If it is slides of pictures that 
are being transferred, the re¬ 
sults can be outstanding, he

Creche scene suit 
handled with care 


It was a class act, no doubt. Westland city officials could 
have become belligerent. They could have fired back a bar¬ 
rage of angry words. They could have even been defiant. 

But they handled the situation with an extreme degree of 
care - and style. 

We speak of how city administrators reacted to a 
threatened lawsuit last week by the American Civil Liber¬ 
ties Union for a nativity scene displayed on the lawn of the 
Westland City Hall. Attorneys for the ACLU, in a surprise 
move, targeted the 
city creche scene in 
their ongoing effort 
to ban the display of 
city-owned Christ¬ 
ian Christmas 
scenes on govern¬ 
ment property. 


The threat of a 
lawsuit is nothing 
new for the ACLU. 
In years past, the 
city of Dearborn has 
been a target, and 
this year, both the 
cities of Westland

and Clawson will receive the dubious honor. ACLU attor¬ 
neys contend that municipalities breech the separation of 
church and state outlined in the Constitution when a secular 
scene is displayed on public property. 

The U.S. Supreme Court apparently agreed on that point 
in November 1986 when the High Court ruled that gov¬ 
ernmental display of religious artifacts was unconstitution¬ 
al. Before the decision, attorneys and lower court judges 
battled endlessly on whether or not the nativity scenes com¬ 
monly found on the lawns of city halls throughout the coun¬ 
try would have to be removed. 

The Supreme Court decision, the ACLU attorneys con¬ 
tend, ends that battle once and for all. 

Westland officials - in a calm and even-tempered fashion 
- announced last week that they would honor the Supreme 
Court decision to the letter. Westland Mayor Charles Griffin 
said he would “never deliberately violate the laws of the 
Supreme Court.” In the same breath, however, the mayor 
explained that the creche was not coming down. Not yet. 

As in the Dearborn lawsuit, city officials in Westland have 
found a way to follow the law of the land, while keeping the 
nativity scene at city hall. Griffin said the city will sell the 
scene and the land on which it now rests to a nonprofit 
organization so that the scene may be displayed without 
being indirectly sanctioned by the city government. 

That idea is one to be commended, as it is an idea that 
allows church and state to co-exist within the city. It is this 
co-existence, we believe, that was sought when our founding 
fathers framed the separation clause in the Constitution. 

Separation of church and state is a major reason for the 
success of this country. In this column, we have repeatedly 
supported strict adherence to this belief. However, we also 
::eel that the phrase is separation of church and state and not 
elimination of one or the other. 

Still, ACLU attorneys disagree and vow to continue their 
battle until all creche scenes are removed from the lawns of 
city halls. These attorneys contend that even selling the land 
and nativity scene to a nonprofit organization is outside of 
the intentions of the Supreme Court decision. 

Nevertheless, we believe Westland city officials have 
Deen exemplary in their method of handling the ACLU law¬ 
suit. Their method for solving the problem is an insightful 
one, and their mild manner in commenting on the suit shows 
a sense of dignity and style in what is a very sensitive issue. 

It is this style of governmental leadership and careful 
planning, we feel, that will bring a positive judgment for the 
city in the end.

Merging from a side street 
into most any throughfare requires 
driving ability not unlike that neces¬ 
sary to pilot a low-slung racing 
machine out of the pits. 

Visualize the unannounced lane 
changes, power plays to overtake all 
other contenders and the fender riding 
between competing drivers, then tell 
me we don’t have a world-class com¬ 
petitive event. 

Once you have finished the road race, 
climaxing with the speed hunt and 
search in the mall lot, we enter the 
cross-country sprint. 

Understand that there is an invari¬ 
able ratio between the weight of pack¬ 
ages to be carried and the distance 
from the door the car is parked. 
Obviously, the heavier and more plenti¬ 
ful the gifts found and purchased, the 
further away the car will be. 

We would, of course, give added 
points for transcending multiple mall 
levels, seeking the same gift in more 
than one chain store, and finding-sale I 



prices, IF the items are on your shop¬ 
ping list. No bonus points for buying 
sale items if you had not intended to 
purchase them before the start of com¬ 
petition.

No, no...none of 
that. 

One should also get demerits for find¬ 
ing sale prices on needed items by look¬ 
ing in the local weekly newspaper. Re¬ 
quirements of thi; event would stipu¬ 
late that competitors dig through piles of 
multi-color inserts out-of-town newspap¬ 
ers or direct mailers for wanted items. 

Demerits would also be awarded if 
the advertising publication, mailer, or 
merchant is a member of the local 
chamber of commerce or supports the 
community in any way. Hey, its a dog- 
eat-dog world.

Thirteen percent of young 
women report that they have 
quit smoking, although most of 
these ex-smokers smoked less 
than a pack a day, according to 
a survey done by The Cancer 
Information Service. 

Half of those who quit used 
willpower rather than cigarette 
substitutes, most found im¬ 
mediate gratification from quit¬ 
ting, and almost none reported 
that they gained weight, the sur¬ 
vey demonstated.

2 teaspoons salt 
1/4 teaspoon pepper 
6 slices round steak 
1/2 cup thinly sliced onion 
rings

1 can (4 ounces) water 
chestnuts, sliced 

2 teaspoons sugar 

2 cups chicken broth or 
water 

2 1/2 Tablespoons corn¬ 
starch 

1/4 cup cold water 

1/4 cup soy sauce 

3 cups slicked cooked chick¬ 
en, cut into slivers 

Chow Mein noodles 

Heat oil, salt and pepper in 
deep skillet. Add cabbage, cel¬ 
ery, bean sprouts, water chest¬ 
nuts and sugar. Stir in chicken 
broth, cook about 10 minutes. 
Blend cornstarch, water and 
soy sauce. Add to vegetable 
mixture and stir until mixture 
thickens. Add chicken. Heat 
through and serve over hot 
Chow Mein Noodles. 


SAVANNAH BREAD 


1/3 cup shortening 
3/4 cup chunky-style peanut 
butter 

2/3 cup sugar 
2 eggs 

1 cup mashed, ripe bananas 
. 1 3/4 cup sifted flour 

2 teaspoons baking powder 
1/2 teaspoon salt 

1/4 teaspoon baking soda 
1/4 cup buttermilk 

Cream shortening and add 
peanut butter. Gradually add 


sugar, creaming until light and 
fluffy. Add eggs, one at a time, 
beating well after each addi¬ 
tion. Stir in mashed bananas. 
Sift together remaining dry 
ingredients and add alternate¬ 
ly with buttermilk, mixing un¬ 
til well blended. Spoon batter 
into greased 8x4x3 inch loaf 
pan. Bake at 350 degree oven 
one hour or until center tests 
done. Cool on rack. Makes one 
loaf. 


CARROT PECAN CAKE 


1 1/2 cup oil 

2 cups sugar 

2 cups sifted flour 

2 teaspoons baking powder 

1 teaspoon baking soda 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 teaspoons cinnamon 

4 eggs 

3 cups grated carrots 

1 cup finely chopped pecans 

Combine oil and sugar and 
mix well. Sift together remain¬ 
ing dry ingredients. Sift half of 
dry ingredients into sugar mix¬ 
ture and blend. Sift in remain¬ 
ing dry ingredients alternately 
with eggs, one at a time, mix¬ 
ing well after each addition. 
Add carrots and mix well. Add 
pecans and blend. Pour into 
lightly oiled 10-inch tybe pan. 
Bake in slow oven (325 degrees) 
about one hour, 10 minutes. 
Cool in pan upright. 


Cake decorator 


W hen Dotty Looney 
walked into Ina's 
Cake and Candy 
Shop in Belleville 
five years ago to buy cake de¬ 
corating supplies, a dream be¬ 
gan to come true. 

The sign announcing that the 
shop was for sale was all the 
encouragement the long-time 
cake decorator and candy 
maker had to see. She talked 
with her husband, Doyle, and 
became the new proprietor of 
Ina’s without so much as 
changing the name. 

Looney has educated literal¬ 
ly hundreds of aspiring cake 
decorators during her 22 years 
of experience in the art. She 
considers herself self-taught, 
but recommends lessons for 
anyone else thinking of trying 
their hand at the skill. 

“I was so shy, being in class 
with other people for me back 
then was just too hard. I guess I 
quit after just a few lessons,” 
Looney recalled. *Tm pretty 
much self-taught.” 

Looney’s children really 
prompted her career. 

“I was really into children’s 
parties for my kids and boy, ev¬ 
erything had to be just so,” 
Looney recalled. ‘ 4 1 just 
wanted everything to be so spe¬ 
cial for them. Ordering the spe¬ 
cial cakes got to be expensive 
and I decided I could do the de¬ 
corating myself.*’ she said. 


Her four children, sons 19 
and 21 and daughters 24 and 26 
are also proficient now at cake 
decorating-although Looney 
admits that while her daugh¬ 
ters are true professionals at 
the task, her sons are merely, 
“very good at most things.” 
She and her husband are now 
enjoying doing special cakes 
for their four grandchildren 
which Looney describes as a 
real joy. 

“But every cake I do is spe¬ 
cial. I don’t care what occasion 
it is for or who bought it-every 
one I do is really special to 
me,” she said. Herhusband, “a 
natural artist” helps her with 
very fine detail work on pic¬ 
tures on decorations, while she 
does the flowers and borders. 

But cake decorating is not 
the limit of Looney’s culinary 
skill. She was taught to cook by 
her older sister when she came 
here from the south during her 
teens. Her sister stressed the 
importance of being a good 
wife, a good mother and a good 
housekeeper-and none of that 
was possible without being a 
great cook. 

“I remember she told me 
once, Dotty, no matter what 
else you ever do, you cook a 
good meal for your family ev¬ 
ery day. ’ It was just real impor¬ 
tant and that’s the way I was 
raised,” Looney said. 

And the seasoned expert has 


some advice for younger cooks 
today. “Try different things. 
Don’t be satisfied with the 
same old things. You may go 
through a dozen recipes and not 
like any of them. Keep trying,” 
Looney said. “Don’t give up.” 

Patience is the key to learn¬ 
ing to decorate the type of fan- 
cy cakes that have made 
Looney famous. “It just isn’t 
going to turn out right the first 
time, or the second time...it 
takes great patience,” Looney 
said. Her other advice to de¬ 
corators, especially those in 
her classes, is simple. “Don’t 
lick your fingers. You can gain 
20 pounds during the 10-week 
course.” 

Cake pans, decorating sup¬ 
plies and candy making sup¬ 
plies and molds are sold in the 
shop where the decorated 
cakes can be specially ordered. 
Looney will also prepare can¬ 
dies if specially ordered, and 
carries a large line of supplies 
for this culinary craft. 

“I’m just real happy to be 
here, in Belleville. I’ve always 
wanted to live here and when I 
retire, I’m going to move 
here,” Looney said. 

Looney agreed to share some 
recipes, most of which have 
been published in a cookbook 
produced by the Women’s Au¬ 
xiliary of the Trinity Freewill 
Baptist Church in Ypsilanti 
where she is active.

Under the direction of Gwenyth Ashe, 
music coordinator of the First United 
Methodist Church of Belleville, some 80 
voices - representing six different con¬ 
gregations - will participate in the first 
combined Christmas concert in the area. 

Participating in the 3 p.m. Dec. 20 con¬ 
cert are choir members from St. Anthony, 
Denton Methodist, Romulus Community 
United Methodist, Belleville United Pre¬ 
sbyterian, Trinity Episcopal and the First 
United Methodist Church plus singers 
who are not affiliated with a choir. 

“The six choirs are a first for the area/’ 
Ashe said. “Some of the choirs have per¬ 
formed with other groups in ecumenical 
services, but never before have we had 
choir members from six churches singing 
together. The clergy has been very sup¬ 
portive of the program with some even 
singing in the choir.” 

Ashe said the idea for the concert 
sprang from choir members who had per¬ 


formed in ecumenical services in the past 
and suggested that the six choirs join 
together for a Christmas concert. 

The combined choir has had three mass 
rehearsals, she said, with individuals also 
practicing “on their own time.” Their 
selections will include 10 anthems by 
either early American or contemporary 
composers plus selections from Handel’s 
Messiah. “All of the rehearsals are 
apart from the regular choir practices , ” 
Ashe said , noting that each of the six 
choirs are also practicing for their own 
Christmas programs in addition to the 
Dec. 20 concert. 

“The choir members are very enthu¬ 
siastic, ” Ashe said. “Most of them have 
purchased their own music. They have 
committed their time with no compensa¬ 
tion because of their interest in music. ” 

Ashe has devoted 35 years to church 
music , both as a choir director and an 
organist. She has served as music coordi¬ 
nator at the Belleville church since 1972. 
Ashe also taught music in the Taylor and 
Woodha ven schools for a total of 20 years.

CURRENT HEALTH STATUS 

The personal Health Risk Appraisal 
(HRA), which includes a two-page 
questionnaire and a computerized 
analysis, is available to let you know 
your current health status, and what 
you can do to improve it. The 
recommended changes are computed 
into the number of additional years you 
may live as a result of these changes. 

The HRA examines your personal 
and family health history, your current 
health status including weight, blood 
pressure, and cholesterol levels, as well 
as your living habits, such as whether 
you smoke, drink alcohol, drive long 
distances, and use seat belts.

REVIEW RESULTS 

Review of these results with your 
personal physician usually leads to a 
greater understanding of what constitutes 
good health. A program then can be 
developed and goals set to reduce or 
eliminate your risk factors. The results 
of achieving your goals can be measured 
in terms of a longer, healthier life.

Robichaud covets lost swim SAC throne

After dominating the Sub¬ 
urban Athletic Conference 
swim world for more than a de- 
cade, the Bulldogs of 
Robichaud and Coach Jim 
Hadley stepped down from 
their throne and yielded to 
Highland Park. 

Last year the Parkers were 
pried from the top perch by 
Willow Run. 

Now Hadley and his swim¬ 
mers want their throne back. 

“This team gives me the best 
depth we have had in years,” 
said Hadley after his tankers 
turned back River Rouge 121-46 
and Oak Park 114-53 for two 
easy SAC victories. “I believe 
we have the potential and the 
talent to regain the title we 
once owned for 10 consecutive 


years.” 

However, Hadley warns that 
his team’s inexperience may 
prove an obstacle that would 
prevent them from reaching 
their goal of winning the title. 
“We’re young and inexperi¬ 
enced and when you have that 
combination, it could prove too 
much to overcome.” 

The Bulldogs discovered last 
night just what to expect this 
season in their quest for the ti¬ 
tle. They were scheduled to 
swim Willow Run, at the de¬ 


fending champs’ pool. (Results 
were not available at press 
time.) 

In the meantime. Robichaud 
garnered eight of 11 first places 
in their SAC opener against 
Rouge as Jason Francis, Mike 
Klix and Robert Stewart each 
turned in with double victories. 
Francis put the 200-yard and 
the 500-yard freestyle events in 
the Bulldog victory columns 
with 2:27.4 and 6:49.2 perform¬ 
ances, respectively. 

Klix swam a 25.4 in winning 


the 50-yard freestyle and post¬ 
ed a 59.7 in winning the 100- 
yard freestyle. Stewart was 
clocked in 2:41.0 in winning the 
200-yard individual medley and 
1:13.8 for his victory in the 100- 
yard breaststroke. 

With Robbe Patrick, Ste¬ 
wart, Ken Wood and Russ 
Schumake in the lineup, the 
Bulldogs also took the 200-yard 
medley relay (2:03.5). Their 
freestyle relay team of Klix, 
Jason and Joe Francis, and Joe 
Petre finished with the winning 
time of 4:33.8. 

Meantime. Belleville opened 
up the 1987 season last week by 
presenting fourth year coach 
Bill Snider with a 49-34 victory 
over non-conference rival 
Adrian. 

Eric Snider, the coach’s son, 
provided two of the Tigers’

SISTENT WITH FEDERAL COMMUNICATIONS COMMISSION 
RULES AND REGULATIONS: SETTING FORTH CONDITIONS 
AND FEES ACCOMPANYING THE GRANTING OF CABLE TELE¬ 
VISION SYSTEM FRANCHISES: PROVIDING FOR OPERATION¬ 
AL STANDARDS: ESTABLISHING CONDITIONS FOR THE USE 
OF CITY STREETS. ALLEYS, SIDEWALKS, BRIDGES, AND 
OTHER CITY-OWNED RIGHT-OF-WAY AND CITY-OWNED PROP¬ 
ERTY: TO ESTABLISH A CITY OF ROMULUS CABLE COM¬ 
MUNICATION COMMISSION: AND PROVIDING FOR PENALTIES 
FOR VIOLATIONS. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
ROMULUS, MICHIGAN: 

SECTION 1: Short Title: This ordinance shall be known and may be 
cited as the Amended Romulus Cable Communication Franchise 
Ordinance. 

SECTION 2: Definitions : Section 4.4-3, Subsection (1) is hereby re¬ 
pealed and a new Subsection (1) is adopted as follows: 

Section (1) “Cable System” shall be synonymous with the term 
cable system as defined in the Cable Communication Policy Act 
of 1984. 

Subsection (6) “System” is deleted. 

SECTION 3: Qualifications of Franchisee and Grant of Authority : 
Section 4.4-4, Subsection (1) (b) is hereby repealed and a new subsec- 
tion (b) is adopted as follows : 

(b) No person shall use, occupy, or traverse the streets, alleys, 
lanes, avenues, boulevards, sidewalks, bridges, viaducts, right- 
of-ways or any other public place or public way in the City of 
Romulus or any extensions thereof or additions thereto, whether 
on, above or under the surface of the ground, for the purposes of 
installing, constructing, maintaining or operating a cable com¬ 
munications system or facility therefor or for the purpose of 
furnishing a cable communications service without such person 
having first obtained a franchise therefor from the City of Romu¬ 
lus in the form of a franchise agreement between the City of 
Romulus and the Franchisee, which franchise agreement shall 
include, at a minimum, compliance with all the specifications of 
this Ordinance, except to the extent that the Ordinance may be 
preempted by Federal law. 

SECTION 4: Section 4.4-4, Subsection 3 is hereby repealed and a new 
Subsection 3 is adopted to read as follows: 

Section (3) Franchise Term : A franchise granted under this Ordi¬ 
nance shall not exceed fifteen (15) years from date of grant 
subject to renewal for periods of reasonable duration on the 
same terms and conditions as contained herein, or on such diffe¬ 
rent or additional terms and conditions as may be lawfully speci¬ 
fied by the City and as are consistent with the requirements of 
Section 626 of the Cable Communications Policy Act of 1984, 47 
U.S.C.A. Sub Section 546, and part 76 of the Rules of *he Federal 
Communications Commission, 47, C.F.R. Part 76. A fran¬ 
chisee’s application for franchise renewal shall be granted 
provided the franchisee makes the showing required for re¬ 
newal in the Cable Communications Policy Act of 1984. 
SECTION 5: Section 4.4-4, Subsection 5 is hereby repealed and a new 
Subsection 5 is adopted as follows: 

Section (5) Liability and Indemnification : The franchisee shall inde- 
mnify the City for, and hold it harmless from all liability, dam¬ 
age, cost or expense arising from claims of injury to persons or 
damage to property occasioned by reason of any conduct under¬ 
taken by the franchisee or its agents pursuant to this Ordinance. 
This City shall notify the Franchisee’s representative within 
thirty (30) days after the presentation of any claim or demand on 
the City, either by suit, or otherwise, made against the City. A 
Franchisee further agrees as follows: 

SECTION 6: Section 5(d) is hereby repealed and a new Subsection 5(d) 
is adopted as follows: 

(d) Every Franchisee shall, within thirty (30) days of the grant of a 
franchise to it pursuant to this Ordinance, file with the City Clerk, 
and all times thereafter maintain in full force and effect for the 
term of the franchise, at its expense, a corporate construction 
bond, or such other surety arrangement as the Council may 
approve, in the amount of Ten thousand ($10,000.00) dollars, con¬ 
ditioned upon the faithful performance by such Franchisee of its 
obligations under its franchise as herein set forth, and upon the 
further condition that if such Franchisee shall fail to comply with 
any provision of this Ordinance, there shall be Recovery from 
such bond of any damages or loss suffered by the City as a result 
thereof, including the full amount of any compensation, indemni¬ 
fication, or cost of removal of any property of such Franchisee as 
provided in this Ordinance plus attorney’s fees and costs, up to 
the full amount of bond, said condition to be a continuing obliga¬ 
tion for the duration of any franchise granted under this Ordi¬ 
nance and any renewal thereof and thereafter until such Fran¬ 
chisee has liquidated all of its obligations with the City which 
may have arisen under the franchise or from the exercise of any 
privilege or right granted thereby. Any bond provided under this 
section shall provide that at least thirty (30) days prior notice of 
any intention not to renew, to cancel or to make a material 
change therein shall be filed with the City Clerk. Nothing herein 
shall be construed to excuse faithful performance by any cable 
communication company or in any way to limit its liability for 
damages or otherwise.

CHAPTER 18, ARTICLE 1.2 

SECTION 7: Section 4.4-5, Subsection 13 is hereby repealed and a new 
subsection 13 is adopted as follows: 

Section (13) Line Extensions : It shall be the obligation of the Fran¬ 
chisee to make service available to approximately 95% of the 
residents of the City, who can practically be served, at a mini¬ 
mum rate without injust discrimination, undue preferences or 
advantages. Franchisee shall extend service to new subscribers 
at the normal installation charge and monthly rate. Any other 
prospective subscriber wishing service may obtain hook-up at a 
negotiated rate with the Franchisee. 

SECTION 8: Section 4.4-6, Subsection (1) is hereby repealed and a new 
Subsection (1) is adopted as follows: 

Section (1) Procedures : No franchise renewal shall be effective 
except pursuant to a proceeding which affords the public in the 
franchise area appropriate notice and participation for the pur¬ 
pose of identifying cable-related community needs and interests 
and identifying the performance of the cable operator during the 
past franchise term. The franchisee shall be afforded fair oppor¬ 
tunity for full participation in such proceeding in accordance 
with the Cable Communications Policy Act of 1984. 

SECTION 9: Section 4.4-6, Subsection 3, is hereby repealed, and a new 
Subsection 3 is adopted as follows: 

Section (3 ) Approval of Transfer : The Franchisee shall not sell lease 
assign, or transfer its system to another nor transfer any rights 
under this Ordinance or the Franchise Agreement except to a 
wholly owned subsidiary or to a lending institution in order to 
obtain financing in which case the City shall receive written 
notice and provide written approval, which shall not be un¬ 
reasonably withheld if the vendee, assignee or lessee has filed 
with the City an instrument duly executed, reciting the fact of 
such sale, assignment of lease, accepting the terms of this Ordi¬ 
nance as amended and agreeing to perform all conditions thereof 
that have not been preempted by federal law, however, in the 
event the Franchisee shall wish to effectuate such a transfer the 
City shall be notified in writing by means of certified mail deli¬ 
vered to the City Clerk of such intention at least ninety (90) days 
prior to the intended transfer or such other lesser time as the City 
desires, and the City shall retain the first option to purchase on 
terms at least as favorable as the intended transferee. However, 
in the event the City shall elect to purchase said franchise the 
price paid shall be fair market value of such franchise as a going 
concern. 

SECTION 10: Section 4.4-7, Subsection (1) is repealed and a new Sub¬ 
section (1) is adopted as follows: 

Section (1) The Franchisee shall install, construct, maintain, oper¬ 
ate and improve its cable system in good working order in 
accordance with any standards of operation or maintenance for 
a cable system which may be established or issued by the FCC. 

SECTION 11: Section 4.4-7, Subsection 2(a) is hereby repealed and a 
new Subsection 2(a) is adopted as follows: 

Subsection (2)(a) At least one (1) specifically designated noncom¬ 
mercial public access channel and maintain and have available 
for public use, equipment, facilities and studio adequate for pro¬ 
duction and programming on this channel. 

SECTION 12: Delete Section 4.4-7, Subsection (3) and Subsection (4). 

SECTION 13: Section 4.4-7, Subsection (6), is hereby repealed and a 
new Subsection (6) is hereby adopted: 

Section (6 ) Standby Power : To the extent that is commercially and 
economically practicable to the Franchisee, the Franchisee 
shall maintain in constant readiness equipment capable of 
providing standby power for the headend and trcuk ampli¬ 
fiers for a minimum of four (4) hours. 

SECTION 14: Deleted - Subsection (7) 

SECTION 15 : Section 4.4-7, Subsection (9) is hereby repealed and a new 
Subsection (9) is adopted as follows: 

Section (9) To the extent commercially and economically practic¬ 
able to the Franchisee, the cable system shall include an active 
two-way system. 

SECTION 16: Section 4.4-8, is repealed, and a new Section 4.4-8 is 
adopted as follows: 

Section 4.4-8 Modification of FCC Rules: Consistent with require¬ 
ments of the FCC rules and regulations and any modification 
thereof resulting from amendment thereto by the FCC and shall 
be incorporated in this Ordinance by specific amendments there¬ 
to by the lawful action of the City Council within one (1) year from 
the effective date of the FCC’s amendment or at the time of 
renewal of this Ordinance, whichever occurs first, provided, 
however, that if the Council fails to act in a timely manner to 
amend this Ordinance, the Ordinance will be deemed to be 
amended by operation of law effective as of the effective date of 
the rules and regulations of the FCC. It being understood that, in 
the interim, the Council will not seek to give effect to any provi¬ 
sion of this Ordinance which has been preempted or superceded 
by the FCC. 

SECTION 17: Section 4.4-9, Subsection (4) is repealed and a new subsec¬ 
tion (4) is adopted as follows: 

Section (4) Liability: Except for any liability which may accrue to 
the City with regard to its programming on any City access 
channel or any public, educational, or governmental channel, 
the Franchisee shall defend, indemnify and hold the City harm¬ 
less from all liability, damage, cost or expense (including reason¬ 
able attorney fees) arising from claims for injury to persons or 
damages to property occasioned by reason of this Ordinance, 
irrespective of any negligence or fault of the City, its agents or 
employees, including actions for defamation. The City shall not 


and does not by reason of this Ordinance assume any liability of 
the Franchisee whatsoever for injury to persons or damages to 
property. 

SECTION 18: Section 4.4-9, Subsection 7(a) is hereby repealed and a 
new Subsection 7(a) is adopted as follows: 

(a) A Franchisee is expected to comply with the applicable rules and 
regulations of the Federal Communications Commission dealing 
with radio interference to other services in order to prevent 
interference to reception of off-the-air television and radio sig¬ 
nals. 

SECTION 19: Section 4.4-9, Subsection (10) is repealed and a new 
Subsection (10) is adopted as follows: 

Section (10) Subscriber Rates and Charges : No Franchisee may 
increase any rate or charge for cable communication services 
except in accordance with the Cable Communication Policy Act 
of 1984, nor shall Franchisee alter any classification, contract, 
rule, regulation or practice as to result in an increase in its 
schedule of rates or charges for such service except in accord¬ 
ance with the Act. 

SECTION 20: Section 4.4-11, Subsection (3) is hereby repealed and a 
new Subsection (3) is adopted as follows: 

Section (3) No person shall intercept or receive or assist in intercepting 
or receiving any communications service offered over a cable sys¬ 
tem, unless specifically authorized to do so by a cable operator and 
without payment to the Franchisee for same. Violations of this 
Section shall be punished in accordance with the Cable Communica¬ 
tions Policy Act of 1984, 47 U.S.C.A. Sub Section 553. 

SECTION 21: Section 4.4-12, is hereby repealed and a new’ Section 4.4-12 
is adopted as follow’s: 

Section 4.4-12: Additional Regulations : The City maintains the right 
to adopt, in addition to the provisions contained in this Ordi¬ 
nance, such additional regulations as it shall find necessary in 
the exercise of its police power: provided, however, that such 
regulations are reasonable and not materially in conflict with the 
privileges granted in this Ordinance, or the Cable Communica¬ 
tions Policy Act of 1984, as amended as implemented by the FCC. 
SECTION 22: Section 4.4-13, Subsection (3)(b) and (3)(f) are hereby 
repealed and a new Subsection (3)(b) and (3)(f) are adopted as fol¬ 
lows: 

Subsection (3)(e) is deleted. 

(b) In cases where customer complaints are unsatisfied by the Fran¬ 
chisee’s responses to complaints of service failures, or poor ser¬ 
vice, the Commission shall have the power to make adjustments 
w’hich may take the form of the following: 

(f) Recommend to the Council suggestions relating to the public 
access channels with a view’ to maximizing the diversity of prog¬ 
rams and services to subscribers. 

SECTION 23: Section 4.4-15, Subsection (2) is repealed and a new* 
Subsection (2) is adopted as follows: 

Section (2) Civil Penalty : If any Franchisee fails to perform a mate¬ 
rial obligation under this Ordinance, the City may assess civil 
penalties in accordance with the schedule set forth below, but 
only to the extent that such schedule is not preempted by Federal 
law. The imposition of such penalties shall not constitute a waiv¬ 
er of rights or an election by the City of any remedy that it might 
otherwise have available by reason of a franchise agreement, at 
common law, or by reason of other civil or administrative agen¬ 
cy or tribunal. 

SECTION 24: Section 4.4-15, Subsection (3) is repealed and a new’ 
Subsection (3) is adopted as follows: 

Section (3) Severability: If any section, subsection, sentence, 
clause, phrase or portion of this Ordinance is for any reason held 
invalid or unconstitutional by any Court of competent jurisdic¬ 
tion, as preempted by Act of Congress or final rule or decision of 
the Federal Communications Commission, such portion shall be 
deemed a separate and independent provision and such holding 
shall not effect the validity of any remaining portions of this 
Ordinance; it being the intent of the Council of the City of Romu¬ 
lus that this Ordinance shall stand notwithstanding the validity 
of any article, section, subsection, sentence, clause, phrase or 
portion. 

SECTION 25: Effective : This Ordinance shall take immediate effect 
upon publication.
